Please also note that Secretary 
Vance or Secretary Johnson apparently ,f blew" CIA involve- 
ment in the A-U -• however, everybody and hie brother 
already knows this so it it no great crime. 

2. Pleaee prepare a ome sort of appropriate reply to 25 x 1 

paragraph 3 of thej | memorandum, preferably for my 

signature. If you prefer, give me a talking paper that X can 

take directly to Alexie Johnson to tell him what we are doing 
and to ensure that we maintain OXCART security to the maxi- 
mum extent. For your information, I have no taste whatsoever 
for any use of OXCART over Cuba and intend to tell Johnson 
exactly that.
